There is a form of civil service in the police 
pystem in Chicago. There also are corrup- 
tion, graft, and politics. ; 

I do not mean to suggest that the natura! 
consequences of the one aretheother. There 
tf and ought to be no connection between 
the two. But the investigator permits him- 
self a mild astonishment to find that ad- 
vanced reform is twined about by poisonous 
evils; to see a device which is intended to de- 
velop merit seriously crippled by conditions 
which enable the retention of unfit and cor- 
rupt men in service. 

He learns of a united police organization, 
ostensibly beneficial, really operated to pro- 
vide protection for its members, no matter 
how grave a crime they havecommitted. He 
is told by men who Know that police aid is 
given in the conduct of the odious white slave 
traffic. He sees instances of saloons, dance 
halls, and dens of vice outside of known and 
wellregulated districts violating the law with- 
out hindrance. These services are not ren- 
Gered gratuitously. Heis informed of officers 
tippling in barrooms and sometimes drunk on 
duty. 

Worse than this, he establishes political 
intervention in administration, usually exer- 
cised to prevent the proper punishment of a 
patrolman or a man “higher up” for a 
wrong which he has committed. 


Many Policemen Are Honest. 

In reciting the things I have found I do 
mot mean to enter into a wholesale denun- 
ciation of the police force. Indeed, many 
of its members are honest and are do- 
ing their full duty. - : 
them are hard upon the heels of @rime the 
moment a breach of the public peace occurs. 
The business, residential, and vice sections 
gre orderly, and a person attending to his 
business need fear no molestation. The traf- 
fic of a great city is well handied. There 
is no confusion, and transportation agencies 
promptly pass to and from their destinations. 
There is outer discipline, and particularly 
in the business. district the men are clean, 
physically fine looking specimens, courteous 
to the stranger, and attentive to their work. 

But I have remarked that the best drilled 
Men only are on duty in the business dis- 
trict. Im other sections of the city they 
are not so well appearing nor so well trained. 
It is probable they have not enough drill 
masters; I am informed only one is author- 
ized for the entire service. Whoever he may 
be, he should be commended for the work he 
is doing, and there should be more like him. 

To put it briefly, the police force strikes 


me, when regarded superficially, as a house 


with a well painted front and a back that re-

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CURRENCY NEEDS 
TWO BIG REFORMS 


Temptation for Inflation and 
Lack of Elasticity Must 
Be Cured by Congress — 
in Near Future. 


GREENBACK IS BIG WASTE 


Nation Has Lost Millions by Re- 
deeming and Reissuing Notes 
Which Menace Its Cred- 
it in the World, 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D, C., Oct. 11.—{Special.}]— 
There are two reagons for objecting to the 
present currency system. One is that we 
have too many kinds of money, and that the 
door is still open for inflation by congress 
whenever the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment happens to be controlled by men 
who believe the stamp of the gevernment can 
confer real value upon a piece of paper. 

The other objection, which the people do 
not understand as well, is that our currency 
is not responsive to the demandsof trade. It 
is almost absolutely fixed, so that at cer- 
tain times of the vear we do not have money 
enough, and a little bit later we have too 
much. Any reform in the currency, whether 
it be through the medium of a central bank 
or not, should meet both of these objections 
to our present system, because they are both 
of them of vast importance not so much to 
the banks as to the people, since it is always 
the people and the poorest of them who 
suffer most by an unsound currency. 

At the present time I want to make a few 
explanations for the benefit of laymen like 
myself to show that the incongruous nature 
of our currency has not only cost a great 
deal, and will cost thé people a great deal 
more to maintain, but that it is positively 
dangerous. that it cannot be cured by any 
mere act of cofigress, and that the only way 
to avoid the cost and the danger is to wipe 
out the whole system and take the gov- 
ernment out of the business of issuing notes 
and restrict it to its proper function as a 
mere trustee, to safeguard the interests of 
the people. 

Greenback Good as Gold Now. 

I have heatd many men say they could not 
see any objection to the continued circula- 
tion of the greenbacks. Most of us would 
like to be caught in an eddy where the full 
foree of the current would flow into our 
pockets, because just at the present time, 
owing to the mere flat of the government and 
from no other reason whatsoever, the green- 
back is as good as a gold doMar, and can be 
exchanged for gold almost ‘anywhere at al- 
most any time. 

There are now outstanding, as. 1. nave 
shown, of this *“ miliar paper money, the 
sum of $346,681,016. They are the promises 


to pay of the United States government.. 


They co not differ in any essential way from 
the ordinary notes issued by a big dry goods 
house, except that no specified time of pay- 
ment is mentioned. They are good just so 
long as the credit of the government is good, 
and the note of the dry goods house is good 
in the same way just as long as the concerz 
maintains its credit unimpaired. 

When credit declines for any reason what- 
ever, the promise to pay is held at a dis- 
count. The maker of the promise to pay is 
forced to pay the discount, or else he is 
obliged to resort to ruinous means to Keep 
his note at par in the market. 


May Upset Nation’s Credit. 
There is nothing sacred about a govern- 
ment. It has its times when it Is hard up 
and it has its times when it possesses more 
money than it knows whattodowith. When 
the hard up time comes, the mere promises to 


pay of the government backed up by noth- 


ing whatever except its credit, and represent- 
ing not even a 50 cent dollar as our silver 
certificates do, becomes an object of sus- 
picion. There is a tendency on the part of 
the people to exchange it for a gold certifi- 
cate. and before long the government finds 
itself obliged, In order to preserve its credit, 
to resort to extraordinary and costly means 
to keep its unsecured promise to pay, which 
does not bear interest, in circulation. 

It would be a surprise to a good many 
people, although not the financiers, to learn 
that the greenbacks now in existence have 
in fact cost us so much in this way and that 
they could have been wiped out of existence 
long ago without any additional expense, and 
we would not now be subject to the danger of 
having to pay out more money to keep them 
afloat. 

Last year an official estimate by the treas- 
ury department was submitted to congress, 
which is startling in the facts it presents to 
the people. John Sherman began the resump- 
tion of specie payments under the law Jan. 
1, 1879. If the people had asked for goid then, 
they would have received it and the green- 
backs would have been wiped out. As soon 
as they knew the paper was as good as gold, 
they did not present it for redemption and 
the government was satisfied because !t was 
not entirely prepared to redeem the whole 


issue. 
Greenbacks Redeemed at Sacrifice. 
Now, according to the computations of the 
treasury department, if the greenbacks Jan. 
1, 1879, had been funded into 4 per cent thirty 
year bonds and canceled the total cost to 
the government for both principal and inter- 
est up to July 1, 1907, would have been $741,- 
897.340. They were not refunded, but it has 
been necessary to borrow money from time 
to time, and they have been redeemed in gold 
over. and over again at a ruinous sacrifice, 


only to be reissued. 
The result is, according to the treasury 


‘gtatement, that the cost of the greenbacks 


up to July 1, 1007, has actually been $1,081,- 
881,562. It will thus be seen that the differ- 
ence between the actual cost and the princi- 
pal and interest if they had been converted 
into bonds amounts to the enormous sum of 
$330,984, 222. 

This penalty for continuing a war issue 
ne currency has been paid hot by the banks 
nor by the capitalists, but by the taxpayers, 
the wage earners, and the rank and file of the 
country. At the present time, as I have said, 
the issue of the greenbacks amounts to $346, - 
681,016. In order to provide for the redemp- 
tion of these notes at any time there is now 
held in the. treasury in gold coin the sum of 
$150,000,000 as a trust fund. 

Loses Interest on Millions. 

The United States loses the interest on that 
vast amount every year, and yet it is only 
wise to keep it, because at any time there 
may be distrust, as there was fifteen years

Irving Park Reports Flurry Late in 
Evening — Occasional Flakes 
* Seen Downtown,

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TROOPS IN CHARGE 


Hurricane Wrecks Florida 
City; Property Loss $2,000 
000; 3,000 Men Cut Off; 
Steamers Missing. 


TEN KILLED IN HAVANA. 


Cyclone Hits Cuban Capital; 
Wind 120 Miles an Hour; 
Twenty-five Are Hurt; 
Damage $1,000,000. 


Key West, Pla., Oct. 11.—As a result of the 
hurricane which struck the southern coast 
of Fldrida this morning Key West is a mass 
of wreckage and the damage to property is 
estimated at $2,000,000. Martial law was 
proclaimed by the mayor at 6 o'clock, and 
the Key West guards are patrolling the city. 

The United States government has been 
asked to dispatch troops here without delay 
to assist in- patrolling the storm swept area. 

Conditions are chaotic and few persons re- 
main in their honies, hundreds of which eith- 
er have been totally wrecked or damaged. It 
is impossible at this hour to say whether 
there has been loss of life, but it is thought 
that many lives have been claimed along the 
coast. 


Lives Are Reported Lost. 

It is known that many have received 
serious injury and unconfirmed reports are 
current that several lives have been lost. 
The storm reached ite height at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon, wh the wind had an estimated 
velocity of 100 miles an hour. There was a 
hard, steady blow from 8 a. m to 3 p. m., 
when the wind begam to die down, and by 
4 o'clock the center of the hurricane had 
passed this point. 

While the hurricane ts the worst that Key 
West has ever experienced, the bocal weather 
observer said tonight that the indications 
were that the entire east coast of Florida 
would suffer terribly tonight. Of 100 local 
vessels in the harbor but five remain at 
anchor. The others either have gone to sea 
or have been washed upon the beaches. The 
streets along the water front are a mass 
of wreckage. 

Nine Cigar Factories Damaged. 

Besides the several score of residences 
either wrecked or. blown from their founda- 
tions, nine factories were partly destroyed, 
including the Havana-American, Martinez, 
Nichols, Ruy Lopez, Manuel Lopez, Fieitas 
Toreys, Cortez, and Wolf cigar manufacto- 
ries. Two of the city fire engine departments 
were destroyed and the firemen narrowly es- 
caped. The top of the First National bank 
was blown off, the postoffice damaged, and 
two running gears of the gumernment coal- 
ing station were wrecked. 

Every telephone and electric light pole on 
Duval street, the principal thoroughfare of 
the city, wae blown down. 

As soon as the wind had subsided, plunder- 
ing began. The city police force was unable 
to cope with the situation, and the mayor 
decided to take stringent measures to sup- 
press the looting, his proclamation of martial 
law resulting. Almost every nationality is 
represented among the city’s population of 
more than 20,000, about one-half of whom 
are employed in the cigar mamufactories, 
sponge fisheries, and salvage companies. 


Fear for 3,000 Isolated Workmen. 

All efforts st the officials of the Florida 
East Coast railroad at Miami, Fia., to get 
into communication with the men at work 
on the road’s extension on the keys of the 
extreme southern peninsula have been in 
vain. 

Between 2,500 and 8,000 workmen are em- 
ployed on the construction work on the lower 
keys, where there is slight opportunity for 
protection from the fury of thestorm. Grav- 
est fears are entertained for the safety of 
these men, intensified by recollections ofthe 
hurricane of 1906, when 140 men lost their 
lives and incalculable damage to property 
was done in that section. 

It*is said that the construction camps are 
better fortified now and it is known that the 
engineers on the work have been preparing 
for a big blow for a number of days past. 
In spite of this, however, the exposed loca- 
tion of the railroad, which skirts the brink 
of the ocean, stretches out of the massive con- 
crete columns even being out of sight of land, 
leads to grave concern for the safety of the 
workmen. 

Two Steamers Can’t Be Located. 

Much apprehension also is felt for the 
safety of the Mallory steamer Lampassas 
and the P. & O. steamer Olivette. The 
Olivette was spoken this morning at 9 
o'clock by wireless at Tampa, but nothing 
has been heard from it since. It is not at 
Punta Gorda. Wireless has been trying to 
get both steamers all day, but without suc- 
cess. The Lampassas waé due to reach 
Tampa at noon today. 


TEN KILLED AT HAVANA. 
HAVANA, Oct. 11.—Ten persons were 
killed and twenty-three were injured by a 
cyclone which struck Havana at 8 o'clock 
this morning. Property damage to the 


amount ef $1,000,000 also was caused by the 


storm. 
The cyclone swept ‘over theAlsie of Pines 


and entered Cuba southwest of Havana, the 
vortex passing a little to the west of the 
city. 

The wind blew with remarkable steadiness 
for six/hours. It was at its highest force be- 
tween 5 and 6:30 a. m. At 5:40 a. m. the 
anemometer registered its velocity at more 
than 120 miles an hour. The rainfail for 
twenty-four hours amounted to 4.10 inches. 

Two of the ten fatalities resulted, from 
contacts with live wires which had blown 
down. The rest were caused by falling walis. 

The greatest damage was done in the har- 
bor, where forty or fifty lighters, launches, 
and small tugs were either sunk or blown 
asbore. 

At Arroyo Naranjo, which is about eignt 
miles from Havana, the new tuberculosis 
hospital was blown down and many patients 
were injured. During the height of the storm 
a small Spanish brig struck the wreck of the 
old battleship Maine and remained fastened 
to it until pulled off by tugs.

Wisconsin Banker Said to Have 
Confessed Extensive Forgeries 


PAYS BACK WHAT HE CAN. 


Officials of Mineral Point Institution 
Struggie to Save It. 


Mineral Point, Wis., Oct. 11.—[Special.]—A 
shortage aggregating possibly $200.000, ac- 
cording to President Calverq Spensiey, has 
been disclosed in the First National bank 
of this city. 

Vice President Phil Allen Jr., who is rnder 
the imputation of having forged notes to 
that amount, though no warrant has been 
issued, is reported to be near death at his 
home here. 

Late tonight a session of the stockholders 
and directors of the bank was held in an ef- 
fort to avoid the closing of the bank tomor- 
row. 

The bank is one of the strongest in south- 
western Wisconsin and the business men of 
three counties are rallying to its support. 

Stocks and bonds in various corporations 
in the district, with a face value equal tothe 
bank's shortage, have been turned overtothe 
bank by Mr. Allen. 


Securities May Not Suffice. 

It is impossible yet, according to President 
Spensiley, to give the value of these securities, 
and although none of the officials of the 
bank will make any estimate, it is believed 
by some that the securities turned over will 
not meet the shortage by a large figure, esti- 
“mate dby some at $100,000, 

The bank’s condition, however, generally is 
regarded as sound, and National Bank Ex- 
aminer Woodhouse Is doing all In his power to 
help the directors to pass the crisis. 

The discovery of errors in the accounts 
first was made about a week ago, and until 
that time there was no suspicion of any 
trouble in the minds of those closest to the 
bank’s books. 

“Not until a week ago, when the bank 
examiner came for a longer stay than usual, i 
was there any hint of a shortage,” said 
President Spensiey. ‘“ Even then we thought 
his stay was merely for a closer checking 
up than usual of the bank’s securities. We 
noticed he was inspecting all securities close- 
ly, but there was no hint of any shortage 
until the examiner notified us that Mr. Allen 
had confessed to extensive forgeries. 


Say Allen Confessed Forgery. 

“The examiner's attention first was called 
to the condition of the bank when he was 
looking over notes purporting to be signed 
by well known business men of the county, 
who usually do business in Mineral Point. 
There was a similarity in many of the notes, 
and finally he called upon Mr. Allen for an 
explanation. 

‘ According to the examiner, Mr. Allen ad- 
mitted that he had forged the names of these 
men to notes, but there was no way of learn- 
ing what the total amount of these notes was. 
That is where the trouble is in the present 
situation. 

* As nearly as can be estimated, the short- 
age is about $200,000, and as soon as the exist- 
ence of these notes became known Mr. Allen 
turned over securities in an amount é¢qual to 
the total of the forgéd notes, as nearly as 
could be ascertained. 


Overcome by Chronic Disease. 

“Tt was impossible to get any statement 
from Mr. Allen, fer as soon as he found that 
the notes were discovered he was overcome 
by a chronic trouble with which he has been 
suffering for many years, and he now Is said 
to be dying at his home. I have not seen him 
myself, and so he hag made no admission of 
any forgery to me. 

‘* We are doing the best we can to avoid the 
closing of the bank, and hope to be able to 
continue in business without any formal 
closing of the doors.”

Chief Steward Decides to Abolish | 


110 More “Soft Snaps.’’ 


OTHER CHANGES ARE DUE. 


Nearly 450 Then Will Be Given ‘“‘Real’”’ 
Police Du.y in New Shakeup.

There are 110 policemen in Chicago who 
soon will find themselves ** traveling beat,”’ 
instead of Occupying comfortably padded 
chairs in the nicely warmed basements of 
public school buildings. Chief of Police 
Steward yesterday prepared to abolish that 
time honored sinecure of “ schoo! policeman” 
and te give the holders of the “ soft jobs” 
a chance to do some rea! police duties in re- 
turn for the salary which the city pays them. 
And the job of “ school policeman ’”’ is only 
one of the sinecures which will be abolished. 

The fact that 110 able bodied policemen are 
assigned to *‘ guarding.” Chicago’s public 
scheol buildings cropped out when Chief 
Steward took the problem of revising the 
police system under advisement. The chief 
couldn't see why the undivided services of 
big policemen were needed at a school. 


Chief Calls on Mrs. Young. 


So yesterday he decided that he would call 
on Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, pay his-respects, congratulate her on 
her new position—and Incidentally learn what 
she thought of the necessity of stationing 
policemen in the schools. 

‘I called on Mrs. Young to pay my re- 
spects,” said Chief Steward. ‘I also wished 
to obtain her views on stationing policemen 
in the school buildings. There are about 110 
policemen assigned to schoois, and I thought 
a change might be made that would give 
them a chance to render more police service. 
It simply is in line with my purpose to make 
the police department more efficient. Other 
changes, which will give the department-the 
services of nearly 450 men, probably will be 
made within a@ week’or two.’’

He laid by hat and coat and at once plunged 
into business. Under the guidance of his as- 
sistant, Paul Roden, he. made the rounds of 
the various departments and met his assist- 
ants. \As for the library plant, Mr. Legler 
was not unfamiliar with that even before he 
was chosen as its active head. But during 
the morning heymade further and critical {n- 
spections. -Then he returned to his office 
and met newspaper men who wished to know 
his plans for conducting the institution. 


Distribution the Great Problem. 

In a few words Librarian Legler stated 
that-an effort to get the’ public to use the 
library more extensively and to distribute 
books more conveniently would -form the 
main ideals of his administration. 

“The three great problems of the modern 
library are, first, distribution; second. dis- 
; tribution; and third, distribution,” said Li- 

brarian Legler, epigrammatically. “ The 
books are our capital, which we cannot afford 
to let lie idle on the shelves. It is the busi- 
ness of, a modern library to get its books 
worn out, not preserved. Allowing for iegit- 
imate wear and tear, the sooner a library 
has to. replace its books the better work it 
is doing for the community. 


Other Questions Subordinate.

Observance in spirit and detail of the civil 


service laws. 

Better salaries for those that deserve them. 
But in the matter ef a larger appropriation 
suggested he declared he expected a much 
harder task. 

“I know you sympathize with me and be- 
lieve me when I tell you I would much rather 
deal with the insane who are in institutions 
and subject to restraint than-to deal with 
sane politicians who are not under restraint 
and running at large about the state,” he 
said. ‘That is a conviction born of experi- 
ence. 

“It is ap difficult to diverce any tter 
that is connected with state government from 
the influence of politics as it was for our fore- 
fathers in Eur to divorce the church Trom 
state,” he added. ‘* Don’t imagine that be- 
cause a law has been passed that that is all 
there is to it.

‘* The statutes that have been made recent- 
ly are remedial. They are intended to accom 
plish better results. ‘l’nere 1s a.civii service 
law in this state It is one, | believe, that 
counts, one that is administered within the 
spirit of the framers as well as the admin- 
istrators of that law, and necessarily those 
who enter that line of public service to which 
it is applicable go in upon their merits and 
not upon their pull.

“It wasa recog- 
nition of manhood and an appeal to the man- 
ly instincts, and is being generally adopted. 
It has brought dismay to the professional] 
criminal, and has been a great.saving of ex- 
pense to the public. It has put strehgth and 
added determination into many a prisoner.”’

ALL GIRLS T0 SEW IN SCHOOL 


Supt. Young Plans Extension of 
Cooking Oourses Also. 


READY. FOR NOVEL CLASSES. 


Work and Study to Alternate in ** Con- 
tinuation’’ Experiment. 


To give every school girl in Chicago an 
opportunity to learn cooking and sewing 
and to have a domestic science department 
established in every public school in the city 
is the ideal of Mrs. Ella Fiagg Young, su- 
perintendent of public schools. 
started out to accomplish this ideal yester- 
day in lengthy conference with Miss Mary A 
Snow, supervisor of domestic science, and 
Sehool Architect Dwight H. Per#ins. 

It ig the intention of Mr* ¢oung to bring 
the domestic science department for giris 
on-a plane with the manual training de- 
partment for boys. At present only sixty- 
one schools have domestic science rooms 
while 159 schools nave manual training de- 
partments, 

“When the two departments were estab- 
lished it was the order to install them to- 
gether,” said Mrs. Young, ‘*‘ but in recent 
years the domestic science department has 
been allowed to lag far behind. It is just 
as important that the girls should learn how 
to cook and to sew in schoo! as it-is that the 
boys should take the manual training 
courses. Every schoo] should have its room 
for the teaching of domestic scienee, and I 
think this state of affairs can be brought 
about within a year and a half. 


Cooking Deferred Too Long. 

‘Under the present régime I belieye that 
the ‘teaching of cooking is deferred too lohg. 
I would put it in the fifth grade instead of the 
seventh and eighth grades. Girls at the ages 
of 11 and 12 like to run ings about the 
home, to ‘keep house.’ ut when they 
reach the ages of 14 and 15 and are in the 
grammar grades this desire seems to run 
out to a great extent. Therefore I would 
have the courses given in the lower grades. 
Sewing I would put in the sixth grade. At 
that time the sight of children is better and 
there ts little danger of harming the eyes 
through the course.’’ 

Mrs. Young conferred with Miss Snow on 
the educational side of and Increased num- 
ber of domestic sctence departments, and 
with Architect Perkins on the physical 
problem of fitting rooms in schools which do 
not have cooking and sewing rooms for their 
establishment. 

The Farragut continuation school, Spauld- 
ing avenue and Twenty-fourth street, 
which is designed to give courses in manual 
training and domestic science to working 
boys and giris, will open next Monday. 


Boys’ Industrial Courses. 

The classes in industrial work for boys 
are explained by the school board as fol- 
lows: 

These classes are planned to permit boys to work 
part time and to attend school part time. The 
boys wil) work tn pairs. One w 1 attend school 
for two weeks, while the other works in the shop. 
On Saturday of the second week the boy who 
has been in school will go to the shop and learn 
whet his companion has been doing. He will 
then be able to take up the work of his compan- 
ion. At the end Of the second week the boys 
change places and will continue to change every 
two weeks during the course. 

The course will take two or more years. Shop 
work will consist tn hand'ing st , learning the 
use of tools and the operation of machines, and 
such other work as pertains to the shop where 
the bey is employed. The school course will be 
planned to help the students to learn more quick- 
ly and to know better the work of the shop. it 
will consist of: Shop work. mechanical drawing, 
freehand drawing. workshov mathematics, English, 
history of industry, current events, and civics.

NORTHWESTERN. FRESHMEN 
PROVE TO BE BAD SPELLERS. 


| Collegians Flunk on Ordinary Words— 


Professor Blames Present System of 
Teaching in the Schools. 


Reformed and misformed spelling held 
sway at Northwestern university yesterday 
at the annual test. The freshman class 
was divided into eleven sections, and «a dif- 
ferent selection of 100 words was given to 
each section. Following are a few of the 
examples of “ modified’ spelling: 


Volcanoes— Volcanos. 
Irregular—Earegular, iregeler 
Accessible—Axsesable, assessable. 
Apprentice—Aprentase, aprentis. 
Incident—Insident. 
Chivalry—Shivalery, shivelry. 

Cou > terfeit—Counterfit, counterfite, counterpheet. 
Fatigue—Pateeg. 
Imaginary—Imaginery, imajinery. 
Anthracite—Anthreesite, anthrisight. 
Deficient—Defighant, difisent. 
Massacre—Masicree, massacer. 
Municipal—Munisipple, municipie. 
Wreckage—Reckage, rekige. 
Intelligence—Enteligance, intelegence. 


Prof. J. Scott Clark, head of the depart- 
ment of English, said after the test that the 
present mode of education in grammar and 
high schools is responsible for the large num- 
ber of poor spellers. 

“The way a child is taught to read nowa- 
days,"’ he said, “‘ is to place a picturé on the 
wall, with a word represented by the picture 
near it. This is the right way, but when 
applied to spelling it is wrong. A child as- 
sociates a group of letters with a picture and 
has no idea of how to divide a word into 
syllables. The result is poor spelling. There 
are perhaps 1 per cent of the poor spellers 
born without the something which goes to 
make a good speller, but the rest is due to 
poor methods of teaching or carelessness.”

Not.So Bad as Eastern Cities. 

But there are here comparatively few of the 
bareface® methods such as make New York 
and Philadelphia hideous. Conditions are 
bad enough, however. Take \the matter 
of graft. The city recently was startled 
by the developments of. the McCann pros: 
ecution. There are many good citizens who 
believe McCann was broken because he 
dared to attempt reform. There are others 
who are convinced he played a crafty game, 
tickling the reformers by action along the 
lines they advocated, but giving protection 
to brothels and gamblers for pay. The merits 
of this controversy do not concermme: the 
jury found McCann guilty. But the mere 
fact that an officer of such high rank was con- 
victed and that men under him gave testi- 
mony to bring this about is significant. 

If McCann be innocent, then a deep seated 
corruption exists in the police department, 
which the welfare of the city demands shall 
be eradicaid at once. On the other hand, if 
he be really guilty—and the police themselves 
know better than the citizens—then there.is 
a stratum of honesty in the force which is 
certain to make for good. Over all is the 
central fact that the conviction will serve as 
a warning that a punishment exists for 
graft. 


McCann First to Be Found Guilty. 


McCann has the doubtful distinction of 
being the first policeman founda gulity of 
accepting graft. Whether he will serve a sen- 
tence remains to be seen. New York has had 
many reform upheavals, but only ope police 
captain ever has been behind the’bars. This 
man, one Carpenter, after dismissal, entered 
a plea of guilty and accepted thirty days in 
jail in order to escape trial. 

How much graft exists in Chicago’? One 
man in a position to Know eswumated that 
as much as $1,000,000 annually was the price 
paid by the Twenty-second street levee for 
protection. Another, in as good a position 
to know. asserted this was ridiculous. One 
estimate fixed the amuunt in the Twenty- 
second street district alone at $225,000. But 
whether payment for protection be large or 
petty, it should be stopped. ‘i'‘nere snouid 
be no winkifig at violation of the law. 1 
have been told of politicians who receive the 
graft which it is reported goesto the police- 
men. I have been told of politicians wno run 
saloons and dance halis, and by reason of 
their Influence enjoy absolute immunity trom 
police interference. I have heard ot an an- 
nual ball given for the benefit ol a Vemo- 
cratic club, and to which the outlaws, men 
and wqmen, contributed so shamefully as to 
be almost beyond belief. 


, 
Proof of Graft Hard to Get. 

In the levee district the authorities know 
that “‘ presents’ are made. ‘The passage or 
money is notorious. 

But how can this be established’ ‘ro get 
proof of graft is difficult. The giver has no 
desire to be convicted of giving a bribe; 
the receiver avoids any act which may serve 
as evidence against him.

It should be 
suppressed not only because of the immediate 
protection vice thereby receives but because 
the moment a man accepts a price that mo- 
ment he becomes a creature of the under- 
world. He is theirs bod¥ and soul. If he 
attempts to carry out a mandatory order of 
his chief he knows the consequence wil! be 
his disgrace. 

There are high officers of the police de- 
partment in this position. It is one of the 
unfortunate situations with which Col. Stew- 
ard has to deal. The corrupt officers, in re- 
turn for their “ do nothing ”’ policy, enjoy the 
political in@uence of the things. they -pro- 
tected. Thus a circle is formed, and it is an 
extremely difficult matter to break into it. 
The eity should not permit an officer to be 
transferred merely becausé he has done his 
duty. I have a case in mind of a patrolman 
who arrested the son of an influential ward 
heeler and who was sent to an outlying dis- 
trict for his pains, It seems to me this mat- 
ter could be regulated by the requirement 
that no officer should be transferred arbi- 
trarily; that no assignment in the nature ofa 
punishment should be given unless charges 
had been filed and investigated.

Theodore Roose- 
velt is the only man who ever held the office 
of New York’s commissioner of police who 
subsequently won political preferment.”’ 

Do the citizens of Chicago want this situa- 
tion here? 


~ Chicago Organization Powerful. 


Fortunately the Chicago organization has 
not attained the degrée of strength of that 
in New York. There is no doubt, however, 
as to its power. It hired a lawyer to look 
after police interests in the McCann trial. 
Several months agoa policeman when drunk 
killed an innocent passerby. The society 
placed money at his disposal, he was released 
on bail. and he has not yet come up for trial. 
Inwfune a thief killed a detective in a saloon 
next to the city halt. He will be tried ina few 
weeks. It is known that lobbyists have been 
sent to Springfield in behalf of police legis- 
lation. 

Such an organization not only means cor- 
ruption injurious to the police, but constitutes 
a distinct menace to the city. Let the men 
have a benevolent protective society, but 
compel them to confine it to the purposes for 
which it originally was created. In thiscon- 
nection I have been informed by policemen 
themselves that they are not in sympathy 
with the organization, but naturally they 
fear to refuse to join it. There are many 
ways to make life unpleasant for the recal- 
citrant patrolman. 

Chicago has made real reform in recent 
years. It has not been spasmodic. There 
has been awake a civic conscience which has 
brought about a permanent forward ad- 
vance. 


Room for Much, Police Reform. 


The police department certainly offers a 
fair field for further steps in this direction. 
I am satisfied Chief Steward is imbued with 
the right ideas and has the courage and 
determination to act in the best interest of 
the public. But Col. Steward may find him- 
self in the position of other strong men, such 
as Col. Bingham of New York. He has 
opposed to him a united system. Unless he 
does their will. and he gives promise of not 
doing so, he will incur not only their antag- 
onism but that of the politicians as well. 
His attempts at reform in the police sery- 
ice have been met not with open objec- 
tion but with resistance so secret and 
impalpable that it is impossible to fix the 
blame upon the men responsible. He has 
difficulty in getting information. Certain 
facfs he must have in the interest of proper 
enforcement of the law are withheld. Ex- 
cessive zeal or perhaps something worse al- 
ready has made one or tWo plans go awry. 

The more imperative it is, therefore, that 
Col. Steward should have the hearty support 
of the public. He cannot ijnaugurate radical 
reform: such action would be foolish and 
defeat itself. But with a year and some 
months of service ahead of him he can 
bring about gradually conditions which will 
make for the good of the city and the police 
force. 

Therefore the people of Chicago should de- 
mand that the police play fair with their 
chief. 4 

Let them demand also that, as far as pos- 
sible, the force'be divorced from politics.

TWO BIG REFORMS

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one. If this sum of $150,000,000 in gold ware 
used today to redeem an equal amount-of 
greenbacks it would leave less than $200,000; 
000 to. be provided fér by a bond issue, which 
is considerably smaller than the actual is- 
sues made during Mr. Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration to preserve the credit of the nation. 

The wiping out of the greenbacks, there- 
fore, means a great saving to the country, 
but there is a still more important reason 
for their discontinuance. Only a short.time 
ago Mr. Bryan declared he believed the gov- 
ernment should issue all the notes necessary 
to provide for the necessities of trade. 

The amount.of greenbacks in circulation 
is now limited by law, but if Mr. Bryan were 
president and he had behind him a senate 
and house of his own stripe a simple law of 
a few lines might inflate our greenback cur- 
rency fwo or three times and the process 
could be repeated until the credit of the 
United States government, strong as it is, 
was shattered. 


Civil War Greenbacks Costly. 


It is an old subject of argument as,to 
whether the greenbacks helped to put down 
the civil war or not. There are many who 
insisted that the only way to raise the money 
for such a struggle was to increase taxa- 
tion at once, and that the country paid a 
great deal more ior the depreciation in the 
circulating medium*than the amount of the 
increased taxes necessary to provide money 
for carrying on the war. 

In any event, the greenback never was any- 
thing except a remedy for a dangerous emer- 
gency. So long as it exists it furnishes a 
temptation for ignorant or unscrupulous poli- 
ticiane to raise the limit and flood the coun- 
try with a currency which can be redeemed 
only at enormous cost and by the possible 
sacrifice of the precious credit of the nation, 
which is now higher than that of any other 
country on earth. 

Remembering, therefore, that the green- 
backs already have cost us more than their 
face value and that they furnish an easy ave- 
nue for dangerous inflation at any time, it 
is no wonder that the wise menof the nation, 
with Mr. Taft at their head, are casting 
about for some way of regenerating our cost- 
ly and threatening currency system.

PRESIDENT’S PROGRAM TODAY. ~ 

Leaves Los Angeles, Cal., for Maricopa, Ariz. 
at 6:30 p. m. | 

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 11.—[{Special. ]— 
President ‘Taft today spent one of the busiest 
days of his entire western trip. It also was 
one of the pleasantest,, Mr. Taft, using an 
atitomobile and boats, managed to see most 
of Los Angeles and allrof the harbor. 

There was only one new feature of the visit. 
This was the formal withdrawal of United 
States Senator Flint from the race for re- 
election and from all political activity. Sen- 
ator Flint announced his decision in a-state- 
ment given while a passenger on the Taft 
special train. The statement follows: 

“If I were a rich man I would like nothing 
better than to remain in the senate all my 
life. But I feel that I owe it to my family 
to get oyt of politics and gain a competence 
while able, I can retire now from the senate 
and pick up a good living, but if I waited to 
the end of another term before taking the 
step I would probably be too old. My asso- 
clationsiin the senate are congenial; indeed, 
I have practically no opposition to renomina- 
tion, the sole reason for contemplating re- 
tirement being the urgent necessity of pro- 
viding for my family.” 


Taft Launch Hits Bottom. 

The president reached Los Angeles at 7:45 
a. m. and his train was immediately switched 
to tracks leading to the harbor of San Pedro. 
Arriving there at 9 o’clock, the president was 
taken aboard a launch for a trip around the 
water front. He was escorted first into the 
inner harbor to be given a glimpse of the gi- 
gantic task of dredging out a basin that will 
permit the docking of vessels within twelve 
miles of the city proper. Only the president’s 
launch was allowed in this harbor. 

Much to the chagrin of the government én- 
gineer, the president’s launch struck a mud 


for a minute or two. During this time Mr. 
Taft and the others had to chunge their-posi- 
tions from the stern to the bow of the launch. 
The delay was only momentary. 

Mr. Taft surprised the committee that 
had set out to explain the harbor works for 
him by his intimate knowledge of the plans 
of the Los Angeles people to make their har- 
bor one of the finest in the- world. 


Shown Site of Fortress. 

Before leaving San Pedro Mr. Taft was 
shown the site of the fortifications that are 
to be constructed. on a high hill of Point 
Firmin to protect the Los Angeles harbor. 
He spent fully fifteen minutes on the heights 
listening to a detailed explanation of the 
plan. 

It was in the tropical park, near the Arcade 
railroad station, that the president, alight- 
ing from his privaie car, was officially wel- 
comed to the city by Mayor Alexander ahd a 
large committee of citizens. After an auto- 
mobile ride around the city Mr. Taft visited 
his sister, Mrs. W. A. Edwards. 

At the banquet in his honor tonight the 
president dined beneath a Spanish pergola, 
laden with flowers and fruit. The entire au- 
ditorium haédbeen transformed into a bower 
of roses, chrysanthemums, and’ otber blos- 
soms of the season. Electric bulbs glowing 
in the ceiling and «twining about pillars in the 
decorative scheme added their touch of color 
to the scene, Eight hundred banqueters rose 
to greet theypresident as he entered. 


Six Mexicans Are Arrested. 

Six Mexicans, arrested in this city last 
night for public utterances in denunciation 
of Presidents Taft and Diaz, were held by 
the authorities today and may be kept in 
custody until after Mr. Taft's visit to El 
Paso'‘and Juarez, Mexico, next Saturday. 

The president’s train stopped two or three 
minutes each at Wilmington and Compton 
on the way from San Pedro to Los Angeles, 
and Mr. Taft spoke a few words. At Wil- 
mington he paid most of his attention to the 
children. 

‘“T am glad,” he said, ‘“‘ to see the schoo! 
children with their flags. Do you know, chil- 
dren, what those flags are?’ 

‘“‘ American flags,"’ cried several boys and 
girls.

Thé president has made it mani- 
fest that he wishes a lawyer instead of a 
politician on the bench, and the word has 
gone out that he will rely more on the advice 
of lawyers than of politicians in determining 
his choice. Mr. Bowers hails from Chicago 
and knows the Chicago judicial timber. Ags 
he was the personal choice of Pregident Taft 
for solicitor gemeral, his advice will goa long 
way in settling matters of judicial policy, 
particularly in the west. 


Says Elting Is Man for the Job. 

It is understood that Mr. Fisher made a 
strong plea in behalf of Mr. Elting.

The parboiling of fire insurance companies 
operating in the state by the new Illinols fire 
insurance commission begins at Quincy next 
Tuesday, Oct. 10. Capt. Edeson W. Lyman of 
Chicago, chairman of the commission, yes- 
terday announced the date of the first taking 
of testimony and added that the investiga- 
tion may cover aaperiod “ot six months or 
more. é 

Capt. Lyman sald the scope of the inquiry 
would’ be developed by what transpires at the 
first hearing, but that above a!! other consid- 
erations it will be “ on the square.”’ 

‘ This investigation will not be made in the 
interest of any element or of any class," said 
Chairman Lyman. ‘* There appears to bea 
general demand over the state for satisfac- 
tory knowledge concerning the rates for fire 
insurance. It is the purpose of the commis- 
sion to seek that information * with malice 
toward none and charity to all.’ The doc- 
trine of the square deal will be strictly ob-

Mr. Lyman, whd is a member of the firm 
of Moore, Case, Lyman and Hubbard, with 
offices at 159 La Salle street, represents 
particularly the insurance agencies, in the 
make up of the investigating commission, 
appointed by the terms‘of the Hearn, Wilson 
Yegislative joint resolution. Commissioners

Factors in Rate. Making. 

Mr. Lyman was asked for his opinion as 
to whether fire insurance rates in Chicago 
and Illinois are too high.

*“ Such a situation has a local reason in nearly 
every instance, however. The rate always 
is made upon the character of the risk, the 
quality of fire protection, and is based upon 
circumstgnces Which vary with the charac- 
ter and location of the property insured.” 

- Jt is the commission’s business, in a broad 
way, Capt. Lyman intimated, to look for 
some method of making a general average of 
local conditions, and if the result of the 
investigation warrants it, to prepare a bfll 
for presentation to the general assembly 
which will place the supervision of fire in- 
surance rate making in the hands of a cen- 
tralized state authority having power to set- 
tle differences between the insurers and the 
insured. 

Causes Flurry in the Agencies. 

The announcement of the initiation of the 
work of the commission yesterday caused a 
flurry along La Salle street, where the in- 
surance companies and the insurance agen- 
cies are thick. 

The insurance interests preferred to say 
nothing of the prospect until more definite 
developments had emanated from the quar- 
ters of the commissioners, who are to make 
the investigation. 

From Quincy, where the taking of testi- 
mony may continue throughout the greater 
part of the week, the commissioners will pro- 
ceed through the state, visiting the larger 
cities. The itinerary will be made out at 
the Quincy session. 


PUBLISHER GETS SIX MONTHS 
FOR BOOSTING CIRCULATION. 


Roy Keator Accused of Stating the 
Middle West, with 1,000 Sub- 
scribers, Had 100,000. 


Roy Keator, publisher of the Middle West, 
a weekly newspaper, was sentenced to serve 
six months in the bridewell yesterday by 
Judge Landis in the United States District 
court. Keator-was indicted several months 
ago on a charge of making false circulation 
statements to obtain second class mail rates. 

He admitted that in order to get advertising 
he had represented the circulation of his 
paper to be 100,000, when in fact it had but 
1.000 subscribers, and that he has placed 
many names on his subscription lists with- 
out authority. 

The periodical was an agricultural journal, 
which he started in Grand Rapids, Mich., and 
later had printed in Chicago. He was for- 
merly an advertising solicitor.

Wants Carnegie Téust Co. to Be 


Made the Custodian.

Mrs. Maude A. King-Chance, widow of the 
millionaire lumberman and at present the 
wife of Dr. Perry Chancé, an American den- 
tist practicing in Paris, has asked the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company to relin- 
quigh the trusteeship of a $250,000 fund which 
she established last year. 

Mrs. Chance, who has been in the limelight 
on various occasions, first attracted public 
attention when, at the age of 28, she mar- 
rled James Clark King, 72 years old. After 
her husband’s death she broke his will and 
obtained $1,000,000 from his estate, married 
Dr. Chance in London, and has since been 
residing in Paris. 

The first intimation that Mrs.*Chance had 
left Paris to reside in New York came yes- 
terday, when the Merehants’ Loan and Trust 
company filed a petition in the Circuit court 
asking that the Carnegie Trust company of 
New York be made custodian of the $250,000 
fund. 

Creates Fund Before Remarriage. 

This fund was established by Mrs, Chance 
prior to her marriage to the Paris dentist. 

Out of the trust fund Mrs. Chancé had or- 
dered that $600 a month should be paid to 
her mother, Mrs, Anna L. Robinson of Mor- 
rison, Ill.; $230 a month to Paul Robinson, a 
brother living in Muskogee, I. T., and $100 a 
month to Wiliam Robinson, a brother living 
in Morrison, Ill. The trust company sets out 
that because of Mrs. Chance’s residence in 
New York it is to the intérest of all concerned 
that the New York corporation be appointed 
trustee. 

When James Clark King died; in 1906, he 
willed his wife only $100,000. -The remainder 
of his fortune, estimated at $3,000,000, he left 
to found a James Clark King Home for the 


Aged. 
Now Lives in New York. 

The widow brought suit to break the will, 
and after a long contested legal battle was 
granted $1,000,000 in Judge Walker's court. 
Shortly afterward she left for Paris. 

Attorney F. H. McCulloch, who filed the pe- 
tition for the Merehants’ Loan and Trust 
company, said that Mrs. Chance had recently 
established her residence in New York and 
had requested the company to transfer the 
trust fund. He said he did not know her ad- 
dress and that the Carnegie Trust company 
was handling all her businese in the east. 


COMMITTEE SEES NO GAIN 
IN ASSESSMENTS PUBLICATION 
Investigators Tell County Board Obedi- 


ence to Court’s Mandate Regarding 
1907 Will Serve No Lawful Purpose. 


Opposition to the Circuit court's mandatory 
order that the real estate assessments of 
1907 be published was outlined to the county 
board yesterday in a report by a special! in- 
vestigating committee. 

The coémmittee contends the publication of 
the 1907 valuation not only will be of no 
useful purpose, but will give misleading in- 
formation because the boards of assessors 
and review in 1908 and 1908 made many 
changes in valuations. The report then pro- 
cedes: 

** Your committee, therefore, recommends 
that the county attorney be directed to make 
application to the Circuit court, asking that 
court to change the order heretofore entered 
for the publication of the 1907 assessments, 
and for an order to publish either the 1909 
assessments or the next quadrennial assess- 
ment to be made in 1911.”

Doubtless if the government should resort 
to this expedient it would introduce a short 
bill providing for a referendum in this par- 
ticular case and sanctioning the necessary 
expenditures. 


Rejection Still Hypothetical. 

The rejection of the bill by the house of 
lords still may be regarded as hypothetical, 
but if the members uf that body shouid re- 
fuse to pass it on the theory that the country. 
ought to be consulted,*they hardly could 
withhold their assistance from a referendum 
pill, which then could be passed in a few days. 

‘Tt is presumable,”’ says the Times, “ that 
if the referendum resulted in favor of ine 
budget the government again would send the 
finance bill to the house of lords confidently 
expecting it to be passed. If it was not passed 
there necessarily would be a dissolution and 
a general election on the issue of veto by 
the house of lords. If the house of lords 
should pass the bill on its second presenta- 
tion, it is uncertain what action the govern- 
ment would take in regard to dissolution.”

Consul at Philadelphia Explains 
‘Notice to Mariners.” 


IS MEASURE OF SAFETY. 


Designed to Protect Ships During 


Naval Maneuvers. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 11.—Wilfred Powell, 
the British consul at this port, today sent to 
the newspapers a “notice. to mariners,” 
dated, “ Hydrographic Office, Admiralty, 
London, Jan. 1, 1909," and headed ‘‘ Caution 
When Approaching British Ports,’ in which 
Instructions are given to all vessels as to 
their movements during the periodical exer- 
cises, maneuvers, etc., of the British navy. 
_ The circular also states that “in the event 
of relations becoming strained. between this 
country and any fiaval power, it may be 
necessary to take special measures to exam- 
ine vessels desiring to enter the ports or lotal- 
ities in the united kingdom and his majesty's 
possessions abroad,’ and proceeds to give the 
manner of examination. 

The circular was looked upon in some quar- 
ters as a “ warlike move by Great Britain, 
aimed at Germany.” When Mr. Powell gave 
out the circular he had no comment to make 
upon it, but when he saw how seriously it was 
taken, he expressed astonishment. 

‘* This talk of war is all rot,’’ he said. ‘It 
was issued by the hydrographic office in Lon- 
don, and published in England last January, 
the same as any other routine notice. The 
val maneuvers will be held shortly, and in 
order to prevent vessels blundering into ports 
that are embraced in the movement and 
damaging ships, the .admiralty office has 
deemed it best to send the instructions to 
all porte throughout the world in order that 
they may gain wide publicity?

MADRID, Oct. 11.—Prof. Ferrer, former 
director of the Modefn school at Barcelona, 
who has been on trial there on the charge of 
having been the principal instigator of the 
yecent revolutionary vement, has been 
sentenced to death. He will be shot Wednes- 
day night unless his sentence is counter- 
manded. 
There is great excitement and curiosity 
here as to the fate of Ferrer. Opinions are 
about equally divided as to whether he wil) 
be put to death or pardoned. It is believed 
that if Ferrer is doomed the revolutionist: 
may seek vengeance on the king. 
“ There are twg men in Spain at the present 
moment,’”’ said One politician, “‘ whose lives 
are in danger—King Alfonso and Prof. Fer- 
-rer. If Ferrer is executed the king will die 
within two months. Ferrer is a hero and 
the king is a demigod and beloved by his 
subjects; but if he ratifies Ferrer’s death 
sentence he will be a doomed man.”’ 
Francisco Ferrer, in-1906, was arrested and 
charged with complicity with Manuel Mo- 
rales inian attempt upon King Alfonso’'s life 
at the time of the king’s mafriage. His trial, 
however, resulted in acquittal. Ferrer’s re- 
cent arrest caused a great deal of agitation. 
During the hearing many incriminating doc- 
uments. were submitted. Ferrer was not 
permitted to testify.

Shippers Believe Railroads 
Plan to Try Again to 
Increase Rates. 


CALL A BIG MEETING. 


Cincinnati Conference Will Pre- 
pare for Fight Against / 
Any Boost. 


Is the bitter controversy of 1908 between 
the railroads and the shipping interests of the 
United States over the proposed 10 per cent 
increase in freight rates about to be re- 
| newed? 
|» That the shippers believe the carriers have 
| not abandoned their campaign for advanced 
' rates, which was dropped the first of the year, 
is indicated by a call for a general meeting 

of shippers’ organizations to be held in Cin- 

cinnati on Oct. 19. Plans will be formulated 
te block any such action on the part of the 
roads. : 

The call is issued by sixteen shippers and 
| business men’s organizations of Ohio and In- 
| diana, headed by the Receivers and Shippers’ 

association of Cincinnati. Coples of the cir- 

cular letter which were received in Chicago 
yesterday show that what are now regarded 
as the preliminary skirmishes of the contro- 
| versy on both sides already have taken place, 


Circular Arouses the Shippers. 

The shippers were aroused by the wide cir- 

| culation which has been given a pamphlet 
| by C. C. McCain, chairman of the Trunk Line 
association, entitled “The Diminished Pur- 
chasing Power of Railway Earnings.” Is 
this the railroad arguments for an increase 

| in rates, based on the increase in the cost of 
railway ‘supplies and capital and the en- 
hanced value of commodities, are set forth

PAINTED CARP FAKE SALMON 


State Food Inspectors Start Cru- 
sade on Bogus Edibles. _ 


“LIQUID SMOKE” ‘IS USED. 


Hams and Bacon “Cured” by Unique 
Process to Stop Shrinkage.

The state food commissian yesterday 
started a crusade against dealers deceiving 
the public with artificially colored and 
smoked fish, hams, bacon, sausage, and other 
edibles. 

Assistant State Food Commissioner John 
B. Newman and a corps of assistants visited 
various stores and left a mass of stickers 
and posters in their wake to warn custom- 
ers. The investigators were amazed at the 
magnitude of the fraud, and report that the 
‘dealers had full knowledge of what they 
were doing. All promised to quit the prac- 
tice. 

The investigators had their attention at- 
tracted through the cheap prices at which 
smoked salmon was offered. These fish come 
principally from the beds at Columbia river, 
Vancouver, B. C., and the cost of handling 
and transportation make them sort oi a 


| 


luxury to the poorer classes. However, the 


all. 
“Salmon” Fox River Carp. 

Examination showed that most-of the “ sal- 
mon ’’ in the market was carp from the Fox 
river and other nearby streams. They were 
first given a bath of pink paint and then sub- -| 
jected to treatment in * liquid smoke.”’ The 
ingredients of these are not clageed as deadly 
poison, but are recognized as having “* accu- 
mulative effect,’’ meaning that constant con- 
sumption will produce death. 

Little of the genuine salmon was found at 
the stands. These ‘‘ manufactured ”’ fish may 
be sold on condition that they bear tags 


showing them to be bogus. and there must be 
displayed signs on the walls showing that 
goods of that caliber are handled. All was 
found in a fairly good state of preservation, 
and consequently none was confiscated. 


“Liquid Smoke’ Used. 

Fish was the principal article treated with 
chemicals, but plenty of ham, bacon, and 
Sausage were similarly dosed. On all such 
the investigators stuck warning tags. Mr. 
Newman stated that he didn't believe prose- 
cutions would be necessary and expressed 
the opinion that it would be the buyers’ own 
fault hereafter. 

It was also discovered that “ liquid smoke " 
is sold in wholesale lots to dealers. With its 
use there is none of the vast shrinkage which 
follows the old fashioned smokehouse treat- 
ment, and the manufacturers of the chemical 
also claim that its use prevents mold, files, 
and skippers that are sometimes found In 
hams and the like.

GRAND JURY DENOUNCED. 


Candidate for Mayor, Now Town 


President, Oalls 63 True 
Bills “Political’’ Move. 


Prospects of becoming an incorporated city 
has plunged the town of Gary, Ind., into the 
biggest uproar over the enforcement of law 
against saloons that it has known in the 
three years of its existence. 

Following the indictment of sixty-three 
keepers of illega] saloons by the Lake county 
grand jury on the eveof the first city election 
in the steel city, open defiance of the anti- 
saloon laws was more rampant yesterday 
than it has ever been before. 

Open denunciation of the act of the grand 
jury in bringing true bills against saloon- 
keepers as high handed politica] trickery was 
made by the chief exequtive; Thomas DB. 
Knotts, president of the town board, who is 
a candidate for the Democratic nomination 
as mayor of the new city. 

On the other hand, the conservative ele- 
ment of the Democratic and the Republican 
leaders declare that the chief executive has 
permitted the opening of wide open saloons in 
the face of the Deuell remonstrance in order 
to curry favor with the foreign laborers em- 
ployed at the Illinois Steel company’s plant, 
who are rapidly becoming naturalized as 
voters. i‘ 

Big Election Fight ‘Near. 

In the vernacular of Gary the saloons are 
known as “ blind piga,”’ because Gary is theo- 
retically “dry ’’ territory under the Indiana 
law. 

A report that true bills had been voted 
against two members of the town board was 
denied during the day by witnesses who tes- 
tifled before the inquisitorial body. They 
said that evidence offered against the board 
members was held up until after the election. 

Next Saturday the citizens of Gary will vote 
to insorporate asacity. There is no opposi- 
tion to this move, for withim three years the 
steel city has grown to a population of 15,000. 
On Novy. 2 the first city election will be heid 
and a mayor and city council Wil) be named. 
Even a new city government, however. can- 
not nullify the “dry’’ law, which positively 
prohibits the sale of intoxicating liquor in 
Gary until May 1, 1910. 

The Devell remonstrance was made possi- 
ble by the fact that the number of signers 
required was based upon the last town elec- 
tion, at which only 165 votes werecast. Un- 
less the saloon element can overthrow this 
law in the courts, there is no hope for them 
for nearly six months, no matter how large 
their majority, because county officials have 
agreed that even the Anti-Saloon league can- 
not recall the remonstrance. 


Says Gary Wants Saloons. 

In a spasm of reform two months ago the 
citizens and business men rose up in arms 
and drove out gambling houses and disorder- 
ly resorts in the district known as the 
“natch "' in the south end of the town. The 
“blind pigs” were closed and an appeal 
was miade for a few well regulated licensed 
saloons. .The saloons remained closed but a 
few weeks and were reopened in defiance of 


‘the law. There was no interference on the 


part of the police. 
‘“*T do not deny that the ‘ blind pigs’ are 


running,’’ said Mr. Knotts; “ but the people 
of Gary want saloons and they are deter- 
mined to have their beer. When we en- 
forced the closing law liquor was shipped 
in te all of the express companies and 
brought im by wagons and on trains. I or- 
dered a carload seized and made arrests, but 
could not get a conviction. 

“This grand jury indictment is merely a 
political move to ‘get’ me at the coming 
election. I am the only Democrat on the 
present board and the opposition party has 
control of the county offices. They are will- 
ing to try to besmirch the character of. the 
two other members and me in order to carry 
the election. 

Calls It Political Move. 

‘‘T knéw who is back of this movement, 
They could stop many of the‘ blind pigs’ if 
they wanted to. There are twenty of them 
running on the property of the Gary Land 
company, but I am confident that it is only 
my friends who have been indicted.” 

‘‘I do not know which of the saloonkeep- 
ers are Mr. Knotts’ friends and which are 
not,” said State’s Attorney Charles E. Green- 
walt. ‘‘It makes no difference tome. I am 
not interested in the city election.’’ 

Knotts is opposed for the Democratic nom- 
ination for mayor bs. W. C. Crolius, former 
mayor of Joliet, once candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for governor of Illinois. 
The Republican candidate for mayor is John 
A. Brennan, a druggist, who has been active 
in the business men’s movement for reform.

Residents of the lake shore district tn 
Lake View and Edgewater yesterday start- 
ed a movement against the alleged in- 
croachments of land grabbers who are said 
to have annexed restued portions of Lake 
Michigan for their privdte use.

In addi- 
tion to assisting in the preparation of the 
literature and newspaper advertisements 
used by Hopkins to sell stock in the Consoll- 
dated Zine company. Hunt is declared by 
the postal authorities to have personally 
solicited purchasers of the stock. 

The Consolidated Zinc company and the 
Wallace H. Hopkins company were investi- 
gated by Postoffice Inspector Ketcham for 
many months before Hopkins was arrested. 
It was charged that the Cons Q@ dated com- 
pany’s stock was worth mucn less than 
advertised, and that the Hopkins company 
was used to float it under pretenses to the 
public that were false. 

Hunt declares that he never had any con- 
nection with the Hopkins company other 
than to have deskroom in the company’s 
offices. j 

The Hopkins company went broke fn July, 
1908, and Hopkins fled to escape his credi- 
tors and the authorities. The Consolidated 
company, which was capitalized at $20.000,- 
000, had engaged Hopkins as Its fiscal) agent, 
and the Hopkins’ company advertised the 
stock of the zinc concern all over the country. 


Firm Capitalized at $20,000,000. 


There were 10,000,000 shares of preferred 
and 10,000,000 shares of common, and it 
was advertised to be worth $1 a share Prom- 
ises of great returns to investors were made 
in the advertising and literature in which 
Hopkins represented the Consolidated com- 
pany to be a big merger of zinc mining prop- 
erties, 

Hopkins was arrested fn Seattle, Wash., 
last year. He was indicted with Thomas 
Dela Hunt. W. H. Hunt ts not related to the 
man indicted. He went into the stock brok- 
erage business after the failure of the Pan- 
American Banking company. Since the 
Hopkins company was put out of busienss he 
has had an office at 260 Clark street. 

““T have had no connection with the Con- 
solidated Zinc company for over a year.” 
said Hunt vesterday. “TI never was con- 
nected with Hopkins or his company. Any 
stock I sold was sold independently and 
honestly. The ConsoMdated Zine company 
is not a get rich quick concern but a legiti- 
mate corporation organized to mine zinc.” 

Hopkins was in court when Hunt was ar- 
raigned. He declared Hunt had no connec- 
tion with the Wallace H. Hopkins company.

RAILROAD SMOKE. 
The Engineering News comes promptly 
to the support of the railroads which are 


| opposing tlhe electrification of their Chi- 


cago terminals. It repeats all their argu- 
ments about its financial impossibility, 
etc., and adds one or two of its own. It 
says if electrification wére given Chicago 
St. Louis, Boston, Minneapolis, and other 
cities would demand it, and then where 
would the poor railroads be? 

After having proved to its own satis- 
faction that electrification is out of the 
question the Engineering News says, sym- 
pathetically, “ that relief from smoke con- 
ditions in American cities is greatly to 
be desired will certainly not be denied,” 
and that it is the duty of railway officers 
to do what they can to give relief. That 
is indeed their duty, but, as the Engineer- 
ing News must know, they neglect it. 
Whenever the least thing is done by the 
city to remind them effectively of it they 
begin to talk of “ persecution.” 

Now, can the Engineering News, in- 
stead of gently reminding railroad offi- 
cials of their duty, furnish them from its 
expert knowledge some feasible Ppecific 
plan for the abatement of the, smoke 
nuisance as far as their locomotives are 
concerned? Jlectrification certainly will 
do it. Has the Engineermg News any- 
thing else to suggest that will? If so, 
let us have it, 


CITY HOUSING CONDITIONS. 
Unsatisfactory housing conditions or- 
dinarily have been sought in the large 
cities. The tenement districts and the 
slums have been exploited for many years, 
as philanthropic organizations of one sort 
or another have sought to improve the 
surroundings in which children are reared. 
Congestion of population, limitations of 
space, the greed of grasping landlords, 
the carelessn of authorities, and other 
reasons have been given in explanation of 
or apology for such conditions. The diffi- 
culties in the way of abatement of the 
evils in the large city are well under- 
stood, 

An inquiry made during recent months 
shows that smaller cities of Illinois are 
tolerating unwholesome and insanitary 
surroundings in connection with homes 
for which none of the excuses made in 
the larger place can be offered. The in- 
vestigation followed study on the part of 
the housing committee of the City club, 
which discovered that many of the evils 
in the Chicago situation might have been 
avoided had the matter been taken up 
years ago. The thought came, How is 
it with other Illinois cities? Are they 
looking ahead, or are they suffering—in 
less degree, perhaps, because of the same 
sort of initial inattention? 

The showing made by Prof. Tufts with 
his lantern slides, photographs, and state- 
ments of fact indicates that Springfield, 
Peoria, Alton, East St. Louis, Joliet, and 
other Lllinois cities have their centers 
where families are housed and children 


| are growing up in .insanitary, unwhole- 


seme, and sometimes shocking environ- 
ment, and that, too, with abundance of 
space for expansion, good transportation 
facilities, and apparent civic pride in some 
directions on the part of citizens and offi- 
cials. The investigation and exposure of 
these unsatisfactory conditions will lead 
to ap awakened public opinion in the 
cities studied, no doubt, and substantia] 
improvements may follow. It is evident 
that even in places where the city con-. 
sciousness is just beginning to manifest 
itself, as well as in larger communities, 
there are problems of housing which ae- 
mand the attention of public officials and 
the thoughtful consideration of alert citi- 
zens, 


FURIOUS FRENCHMEN. 

In the reflections of American transpo:- 
tation managers yesterday there may 
have. been a morsel of thanksgiving that 
it has not been their lot to provide for 
the holiday demands of that always de- 
lightful country of France. The artistic 
temperament, when developed and culti- 
vated nationally, can make itself uncom- 
fortable. Parisians wished to go to 
Juvisy to see the air races on Sunday. 
The transportation officials had accom- 
modations for about one in five of the 
thousands who presented themselves. 
The dispatches briefly but effectively pre- 
sent the scene: 

Passengers then began to smash up everything 
in sight, breaking windows and tearing up cush- 
ions, which they threw out on the line. Thousands 
upon thousands of people swarmed up and down 
the lines, and as the track is a double one, and as 
express trains coftin to, circulate, it is almost 
a miracie that they did mow down the exasper- 
ated passengers, who, finally driven frantic by the 
sight of others being carried to their destination, 
lay down on the rails to stop the traffic."’ 


The sublimity of that protest against 
inadequacy is its own justification. With 
subdued emotions we contemplate the pos- 
sibility of Chicagoans stretching them- 
selves along the rails of any downtown 
street about 5:45 p. m. any day to illus- 
trate their vehement desire to obtain 
seats in street cars,

Why run 
a three car train when a two car train 
with a little crowding, perhaps, would 
hold all the passengers? 


COLUMBUS DAY. 

Illinois celebrates Columbus day as a 
legal holiday for the first time. The 
movement to add another to the compara- 
tively small list of American holidays, 
and to make that one of recognition of 
the achievement of the discoverer of the 
new world, has gained much strength 
during the last twelve months. It is a 
little surprising that leading states like 
Lilinois and New York through thdir legis- 
latures so readily yielded to the argu- 
ments for the holiday, since many have 
questioned the need of a day of respite 
with Labor day and Thanksgiving not far 
away in point of time. 

The sentiment behind the day Is readily 
understood, however. That gave materia! 
aid to the efforts of Italian citizens and 
of organizations bearing the name of Co- 
lumbus in the canvass for official honwr 
to the famous man from Genoa. As IIli- 
nois ranks fifth among the states where 
Italian immigration has made a distinct 
impress upon the population, the designa- 
tion of Oct. 12 as a legal holiday was u 
natural tribute to this element of its cos- 
mopolitan citizenship. The indications 
are that the day will be the annual occa- 
sion for parades and meetings of Italiaus 
and of “Columbus” societies of every 
sort, and that the “ Admiral of the ocean 
geas,”” robbed of the honor of having his 
name perpetuated in that of the land he 
discovered, will become increasingly a 
subject of interest and study on the part 
of the children and children’s children as 
the recurring holiday emphasizes the im- 
portance of his epoch-marking deeds.

city churches, in compliance with ahcient 


| custom and tradition, and to this he replied 


that he would only be present at these serv- 
ices in person when ih actual attendance on 
the sovereign, but t on other occasions he 
would delegate one of the aldermen to repre- 
sent him, _ 

Finally, he was asked not to put the pope 
before the king, and gave the requisite pledge 
so far as all questions of public toasts were 
concerned. Thereason for this question was, 
that when his father, the late Sir Stuart 
Knill, was lord mayor of London in 1882, he 
gave considerable offense te strict Protest- 
ants by proposing as the first toast at a 
banquet which he gave at the Guildhall to 
Cardinal] Vaughan and the Roman Catholic 
episcopacy of the united kingdom, not “ the 
queen,” but “ the holy father and the queen.” 
Called upon for an explanation, he declared 
that It wae the Catholic equivalent for the 
ancient time honored English toast of 
* church and king,’ or “ church and queen.” 
That neither the government nor the sover- 
eign took any exception to his action is best 
shown by the fact that three weeks later the 
prime minister, W. EB, Gladetone, informed 
him that Queen Victoria had bestowed upon 
him the honor of a baronetcy. 

At the time of his election, in 1802, the two 
names submitted as candidates were hisown 
and that of Sir George Faudel Phillips, a pro- 
fessing Jew.

Sir John, unlike many of his predecessors 
in office, is an exceedingly well read and wel) 
bred man, possessed of much culture, and 
received his education at Beaumont college, 
near Windsor, whence so many foreign royal 
personages and English Catholics of note 
have been graduated. Subsequently he com- 
pleted his studies at the great Jesuit college 
of Feldkirk, in Austria. He derives his con- 
siderable wealth from the ownership of a 
number of wharves on the banks of the 
Thames. 

The election of the lord mayor of London 
formerly was heNM on the Feast of the Trans- 
lation of St. Edward, on Oct. 18, but it was 
altered to Michaelmas day, Sept. 29, by an 
act of the common council, dating from the 
reign of King Henry VIII. The lord mayor 
is elected on that day from among the twen- 
ty-six aldermen of the cit) of London by a 
body known as the “ common hall,’’ consist- 
ing of the aldermen and liverymen, that isto 
say, the members of the various city guilds 
and companies, the lord mayor acting as 
president and the sheriffs performing the 
duty of returning officers. 

The powers of the common haff are con- 
fined to the election of the lord mayor and 
of the sheriffs, who each hold their office for 
a year, like the mayor and the chamber- 
lain. The aldermen are elected for life by 
the various city guilds, and if they refuse to 
serve are obliged to pay a fine of $2,500, which 
likewise can be imposed upon any of their 
number who refuse to put in a term as lord 
mayor. I may add that the board of aider- 
men in the bench of magistrates for the city 
of London superintends the administration 
of justice and police and licenses brokers, 
at the cost to the latter of.$25 yearly, none 
being allowed to do business as brokers save 
those who have been duly licensed and sworn 
as such by the lord mayor and aldermen. 

Although elected on Michaelmas day, it is 
not until: Nov. 8 that the lord mayor is sworn 
into office by the lord high chancellor, and on 
the folowing day he proceeds in state to the 
courts of law, to be formally presented to 
the lord chief justice and to the barons of the 
exchequer, this completing his induction into 
office. 

> 


Inasmuch as this is made the subject of a 
great pageant and of a city holiday, the new 
lord mayor’s inaugural banquet taking place 
on the same evening at the old Guildhall, 
where he entertains the cabinet ministers, 
the judges, and the foreign envoys, Nov. 9 
has come to be known as * Lord Mayor's 
day.” 

This year the procession on Nov..9 will be 
shorn of many of its familiar features. The 
floats, the men in medieval costume, and all 
the other mimicry of historic events and of 
the ancient history of the city have been 


PN Gg teandoned as detracting from the dignity of 


the occasion, and the procession, in lieu of a 
civic pageant, will take the form of a great 
military parade, in which the London con- 
tingents of the new territorial army all will 
take part. 

It is merely fortuitous that Lord Mayor's 
day should coincide with King Edward's 
birthday. Formerly, lord mayors of Lon- 
don were installed on Oct. 29, the day after 
the Feast of St. Simon and St. Jude. But 
as this date was changed more than 150 years 
ago to Nov. 9, by a statute bearing the signa- 
ture of George IL, the fact of the Lord 
Mayor’s day falling on the anniversary of the 
birth of the present sovereign is purely an 
affair of chance. 

The lord mayor of London draws a'‘consid- 
erably larger salary than any municipal dig- 
nitary in this country, his pay amounting, 
like that of the president of the United 
States, to $50,000 a year, besides which he 
has a furnished residence—namely: the Man- 
sion house, a stately building opposite the 
Bank of England, designed early in the 
eighteenth century by Sir John Vanbrugh, 

The lord mayor is ex-officio an admiral! of 
the port of London, a general of the terri- 
torial army,°one of the chief butlers anda 
cupbearere to the sovereign, with the right of 
Officiating as such at coronation banquets, 


a master’ of the city hunt (which, by the way, - 


no longer exists), a judge in civil and crim- 
inal cases, and a controller of weights and 
measures. Further, he has, in addition to 
his salary and his official residence, his gen- 
themen in waiting, his chaplains, his purse- 
bearer, his swordbearer, his marshal, and, 
last but not least, his own hangman; and the 
savereign himself, as well as his troops, are 
debarred—theoretically, of course—from en- 
tering the city without receiving beforehand 
the permission of the lord mayor. These 
prerogatives, thoroughly exploited abroad, 
are accountable for the awe in which the 
lord mayor of London is regarded on the con- 
tinent of Europe, where, by the uninitiated, 
he is popularly accounted a far more impor- 
tant and powerful dignitary of the realm 
than the archbishop of Canterbury, the lord 
high chancellor, and the prime minister, or 
even than al) these three combined.

Lord Verulam hag established his claim 
to be regardedias a useful member of the 
community by the invention of a rather 
clever brass tap. for which he hag just se- 
cured patent rights and the registration of 
a trademark under the name of “ Ye Tippe 
Toppe Tappe.”” Although Lord Verulam 
bears the title of the great Sir Francis Bacon, 
and makes his home at Gorhambury, near 
St. Albans, which was the country seat of 
Sir Francis, and was built and laid out by 
the latter's father, Sir Nicholas Bacon, lord 
privy seal to Queen Elizabeth, yet he cannot 
be regarded as a descendant of the famous 
philosopher and statesman, to whom so many 
insist on ascribing the best works of Shak- 
speare. For the patronymic of the present 
earl of Verulam is not Bacon, but Grimston. 

Gorhambury came into his family through 
the marriage of Anne Bacon, daughter and 
heiress of Sir Nathaniel Bacon, nephew of 
the chancellor, to Sir Harbottie Grimston, 
speaker of the house of commons under 
Charles II. 

There was no issue to this marriage, and on 
Sir Harbottle’s death he was succeeded by 
his son of an earlier union. It was not until 
nearly 100 years later that James Grimston 
the owner of Gorhambury, was raised to the 
peerage of England, by reason of his posses- 
sion of Gorhambury and of its associations 
with the great lord chancellor of the reign 
of James I He selected as his title that 
of the eariof Verulam. The present Verulam 
peerage, therefore, has no connection with 
that bestowed upon Sir Francia Bacon as 
lord chanceltor, and which became extinct 
on his death without issue

Wednesday—Up at 4 o’clock, and to our 
host's bill of fare we add grape nuts and 
bacon. We are off at 5 o'clock, with rose 

’ tints among the clouds and mists in front of 
us. A sharp, cold wind blows down from the 
mountain tops. Within an hour we have 
climbed up out of the Bagnen valiey, and et 
the end of a spur we have another wonderful 
panorama in front and on each side of us. A 
terraced world lies at ourJeet, with five large 
barrios in full sight, a gigantic amphitheater, 
not intended for human occupation, but re- 
cast by the hand of man Into a great garden. 
At our left and to the north is Sagada;: nearer 
is Balugin; in front, almost at our feet, far 
below us, is Ankiling; to the right and many 
miles away is Tacong; while to the extreme 
southeast is Data. Pine clad mountain tops, 
deep, dark wooded ravines with leaping 
water, and all between terraces and camote 
fields and pitcher plants in the grass at our 
feet. 

Our trail winds along above Balugin, .with 
its 200 or so houses and squealing pigs and 
other sounds of human octupation. Every 
equare foot of land in and about the town 
seems to be under cultivation, ‘even the 
streets of this hillside town are the tops of 
terrace walls. 

We continue on toward Sagada, passing 
many men with fine spéars and little basket 
work caps and otherwise looking like un- 
contaminated natives. Just before 8 o’clock 
we halt in Sagada, a large village and the first 
ofthe Bontoe Igorrotes through whose ter- 
ritory we are now to pass. The houses are 
gmall and compactly built, th low, steep, 
sloping roofs. The ground floor ts boarded in 
on account of the cold, and leads by a ladder 
‘Inside to the second floor. Above this Is a 
small space used for the storage of palay. 
or unhusked rice. The timbers of the house 
are pine, tncluding the flooring. 


Rich in Material Welfare. 


I am at once struck by the fullness of their 
life as regar“<* material welfare—baskets of 
many shar Chinese jars in abundance, 
earthenware vessels galore, wooden dishes, 
and ‘spoons, and boxes, chicken cages, and 
shields, and spears, and knives; but no evi- 
dence is visible of an artistic or ceremonial! 
life. The space in frent of the house fs 
paved with flag stones, and at the corner of 
the house ts a circular excavation six feet 
in diameter and two.ar three feetdeep. This 
is the home of the pig, who may. when so dis- 
posed, retire into the shade under the corner 
of the house. There is a fireplace on the 
ground and first floor. 

All through the village are signs of a 
healthy, active, busy life—women weaving or 
pounding out rice, or passing to and from the 
fields with their long, flat bladed digging 
sticks. Their arms are heavily tattooed: and 
in their hlack hair and wound around their 
head are strands of beads. The men have 
fine copper pipes, to which Is attached a long 
copper chain, at the other end of which Is a 
pipe cleaner. They seem healthy, but are of 
emall stature. 

Our cargadores from Cervantes have here 
reached the end of their journey. We apply 
to the If~cano secretary. He sounds a bell, 
and within a few minutes we have seven new 
men to carry our baggage on to Bontoc, less 
trouble than it would take in Manila to get 
a cab. 

Off; on up over a slight elevation, and we 
halt at 9 for a few moments’ chat with the 
Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Staunton, and a cup of 
good coffee, and a proffer of Scotch whisky 
end a cigar. Roses surround the house, and 
within its walls are lined with Igorrote 
weapons and books, O, many books—history, 
philosophy, fiction—the Hbrary ofa scholarly 
gentleman of leisure. And Mrs. Staunton 
seems to agree with the work, and the cli- 
mate, and the food. 


Reach Head Hunters’ Land. 

Then for an hour up by a rough winding 
trail, through an almost treeless grass 
country, with great limestone rocks. rearing 
aloft their fantastic summits, carved in every 
shape by the rain of ages; a weird country 
and wild. and probably full of ghosts at 
night, even as its caves are full of dead men’s 
‘bones. We halt at one of these caves and 
under the overhanging rock find wel] made 
coffins about four feet in length, one and a 
half feet high, with rounded ends. of a single 
block of pine. The top te of a single board 
and held in place by» wooden pins at the end. 
And inside are bones; but in seven coffins 
there are now no skulls. How to get them 
away seemed a difficukt task. Our carga- 
dores, having taken a steep short cut, were 
far in advance, and we were glad of it, but

Under some 
of them are neatly made coffins, ready for 
occupancy. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of 
Bontoc, at least from a sociologicai point of 
view, are the communal houses. Bontoc is 
divided into seventeen or so exogamic grvups, 
and each group possesses two houses, one 
for the boys, one for the girls. Here they 
sleep from the time they are weaned till they 
are formally married, and here take piace 
the so-called tria] marriages, purely a matter 
of individual] love matchmaking on the part 
of the boys and girls. 

The houses are plain and low and contain 
nothing but sleeping benches. One, to enter, 
must crawl through a low door, and there 
is scarcely room enough inside to stand 
upright. In the girls’ house I looked into I 
was told there were about fifteen giris oc- 
cupying it each night. It was about the size 
of a small bedroom in a Chicago flat, with 
no windows, long and narrow, and iow, 1I- 


most flat, roof. In front of the boys’ houses 


is a stone platform surrounded by a iow 
stone wall, all worn smooth from long use. 
Here they meet, loaf, and legisiate. 


Dance Away Funeral Sorrow. 

There had been a funeral the day before, 
and dances were being held in two parts of 
the village to drive away sorrow. 

At 8 o'clock we are on our way, with new 
horses, fresh cargadores, and heavy long 
tailed rain coats, pressed on us by our geéen- 
erous host. And our skulls are packed up 
ready to be carried to the coast. We go 
down from the village by a gentle slope to the 
river Chico, nearby, which we ford on horse- 
back, a native leading the way. the water 
coming well up on the saddle, but our feet 
are used to being wet and do not mind the 
additional bathing, for the water is clear and 
cold. We go up through Samoki, made 
famous along with Bontoc by Jenks’ “ Life 
of an Igorrote Boy.” 

By a steep and narrow and slippery trail 
we begin to ascend a wall of a small cafion 
tributary to the Chico. 
back and forth, with numerous landslides, 
one of which looks serious, but we finally 
get our horses over it and at last reach the 
top among the tall pines and pelting rain. 
On the way up we passed many people, 
soldiers making the constabulary monthly 
patrol, two of them carrying in a fude ham- 
mock the sick wife of a-native soldier; car- 
gadores with freight, one with a large 
steamer trunk his shoulder; girls carry- 
ing big basket&-of camote leaves on their 
heads, naked Sve for a bunch of leaves hang 
ing from a@ belt, their skirts under the leaves 
on their heads to keep them from the rain; 
a tiny naked lad with a bundle of pine fag- 
gots, aspear and a headax; naked men carry- 
ing heavy pine timbers and logs for house 
building; men with strangely tattooed faces; 
and men from Barlig with black polished 
wooden bowls over their heads for hats; an 
ever moving and interesting procession. 


Hard Journey Through Rain. 

By 5:30 we have followed long up the tor- 
tuous wall of this river valley. always nar- 
row, with the little stream breaking its neck 
at every twist and turn and bow fer. in its 
haste to be swallowed up by the Chico 
Below us are beautiful rice terraces with 
camote beds in them arranged in wonderfu! 
great spirals and clusters of smal! spirals and 
long rows of letier:E laid on their side. This 
is not the rice season and the terraces are 
used for camote, but the vines must be up 
out of the water, hence the figures formed 
by the two feet high lines for the plants. The 
general effect, as seen from above, is sur- 
prisingly beautiful. 

At 6 o'clock, in the dark and rain. we end 
our day’s journey here in the little board rest 
house of Talubin, with terraces all about 
us. and at an elevation of*3.200 feet. An 
Igorrote boy. sent ahead of us by Gov. Reed 
had prepared a fire at one side of our one 
room house, with its one rough table and two 
rough deal benches. and boys had breught 
palay for our ponies. Our cargadores were 
awaiting us. They have a way ot hustling 
from one place to another by aerial] passages 
and straight up and down trails and short 
cuts truly wonderful. By the time we are 
in drwy clothes, for we were thoroughly wet, in 
spite of our rubber coats, our boy has our 
supper—coffee, rice, bac, eggs, crackers 
and cheese. And the rain beats on the roof 
the river roars and groans nearby, and our 
blankets are in rows on the bare floor and 
we ure ready for sleep. 


ADDRESS TO JEWISH WOMEN

Corn traders are all In the same boat apparently, 
all being desirous of buying some cheap corn fora 
bull turn later on. but al! fearing prices are still too 
high to buy.

not go off much, unless the present holders assume 
a bearish attitude on the market. The eastern 
shipping demand is not large, Hedging sales of 
small lots were noticeable in the pit at times, but 
the aggregate was not large. The northwest has a 
big crop and sales are being made in the east to 
some extent. 

The lack of an export demand is the main stickler 
for the bears in wheat, and they are unable to rec- 
oncile the apparently bearish statistics day after 
day with the strength the futures show fn the face 
of the daily figures of receipts. While it is admit- 
ted by some of the bears that outside of this the sit- 
uation appears bullish to them, without any de- 
mand for our surplus wheat for export, they claim 
this surplus will become more oppressive as the 
season progresses and that stocks later on will be 
ample for all needs and allow a more I{bera) carry- 
over than has been the case in several years. : 


October flaxseed at Duluth was 16c higher at one 
time yesterday and closed about llc higher with big 
gains in other months also. The advance was said 
to be due to shorts and bad crop reports. Efforts 
to find out the real reason for the advance were not 
successful. Flaxseed is practically controlled by 
one small clique and it is not a matter of much im- 
portance what the fluctuations aYe ordinarily. It 
was mistrusted in some quarters, however. that 
news in regard to the Argentine crop might have 
been received which might algo have a bearing on 
the wheat market. 

Wrenn & Co. had the following from a leading 
miller of Willmar, Minn.: ‘“‘In some parts of 
North Dakota we are told the yield is not heavy, 
that is western North Dakota; but in eastern 
North Dakota the yield is exceptionally fine, bet- 
ter than last year by a good many per cent. 
The milling quality of the wheat is exceptionally 
fine, both as to color and volume, and we would 
juége from what our mills are turning out now 
that wewmre making a barrel of flour with at least 
five pouncs less_than last year, and in many in- 
stances ten poufids less.”’ 

It is stated that the reason Minneapolis stocks of 
wheat do not Increase more rapidly in the face ofa 
liberal movement ts becaus so large a percentage of 
the cereal is being placed in private elevators by the 
millers, who own a large share of the stock there. 
Mills are doing this to a much larger extent than a 
year ago. [ 

Wheat supplies on ocean pessage increased 
8.224.000 bu last week, making the total 29,624,000 
bu, compared with 35,528,000 bu the corresponding 
week last year. Corn supplies were a stand-off, 
and the tota] remains 12,569,000 bu, compared with 
12,358.000 bu last year. 

Cash corn was 4@%c lower, the eastern demand 
being slack and offerings fair. Shippers were mod- 
erate buyers early, but later there was not much 
call. Oatg were unchanged to \clower. Shipping 
sales her@ were 65,000 bu wheat, 130,000 bu corn, 
and 175,000 bu oats. 

Stocks of wheat at Liverpool decreased 201.000 
bu. making the total 3,082 000 bu, compared with 
8.804.000 bu the corresponding week last year. 
Corn stocks Increased 163.000 bu, and are 1,600,000 
bu, compared with 561,000 bu last year.

OLEO CASE THUS IS SETTLED. 


Compromise Reached on Indictments 
Returned in Kansas Last April 
Against Company for Violating Law. 


Leavenworth, Kas., Oct. 11—The case 
against the Cudahy Packing company for 
violation of the internal revenue laws by 
failing to place stamps of proper denomina- 
tion on packages of oleomargarine came to 
an end by compromise in the federal ceur 
today. 

The packing company was fined $5,000 
and agreed to pay a back stamp tax of §82.,- 
777, and special tax of $10,000 for agencies 
making a total of $97,777 to be paid to the 
government. 

The Cudahy company was indicted by a 
federal grand jury in Topeka, Kas., last 
April on 695 counts. Samples of oleomargra- 
rine had been collected by The revenue de- 
partment from all over the United States. 
It was alleged that the packing company 
colored the oleomargarine, which should 
have subjected the company to a tax of 10 
cents a pound, and that it was disposed of as 
the uncolored product upon which the rev- 
enue is only a quarter of a cent a pound. 

The government produced a great deal of 
evidence, consisting principally of analyses 
of samples seized. These samples repre- 
sented 813,000 pounds, and it was upon the 
basis of this quanfity of the product that the 
—— tax was levied.

WRITES TO STATE BOARD. 


Move, if Persisted In, Will Pre- 
cipitate Three Cornered 
Legal Battle. 


Steps to increase the taxation against the 
traction companies by levying upon that por- 
tion of their assets from which the city’s 55 | 
per cent of profits is derived were begun yes- 
terday by County Attorney Harry A. Lewis. | 

The move is in line with a general scheme 
of the county board to increase revenues for 
the coming annual budget, and if persisted 
in is expected to precipitate a legal battle, 
with the county arrayed against both trac- 
tion companies and the city 

In brief, the county contends that the 55 
per cent interest of the city in the profits of 
the Chicago City railway company and the 
Chicago Railways company is not exempt 
from taxation, as the state board of equaliza- 
tion and recognized legal authorities have 
ruled, and the county insists on haying more 
than twice the amount of taxes that have 
been allotted to it. 

Assistant County Attorney William F. 
Struckmann, who has been delegated to han- 
dle the matter, has gathered a lot of statistics 
regarding the earning powers of the two big 
traction companies. If the test case started | 
against the Chicago City railway company is 
successful he will attempt to have the capi- 
talization of the Chicago Rallways company 
raised from $100,000—the nominal figures 
fixed when that concern took over the old 
Union Traction company—to something near- 
er its real value, and then have the assess- 
ment made on the new figures. 


Writes to Equalization Board. 

The entire proposition is forecast in a com- 
munication which Mr. Struckmann on Satur- 
day addressed to Louis E. Hirscheimer, 
chairman of the committee on capital stock 
of the state board of equalization, at Spring- 
field, reading as follows: 

From an investigation of the assessments made 
by the state board of equalization on the capital 
atock of the Chicago City Railway company for 
the year 1908, I find that the board has been fixing 
@ valuation upon only 45 per cént of the property 
subject to assessment by the state board. 

My information leads me to believe that this 

method of assessment is adopted because of the 
fact that the city of Chicago receives 56 per cent 
of the net receipts of the company. 
- I know you will realize that our interest in this 
matter is due wholly to the fact that the various 
taxing bodies require more revenue, and I am 
satisfied that if given an opportunity to appear 
before your committee before the assessment for 
1008 is made, you will be able to make a eubstan- 
tial increase in the assessment over 1908. Will 
you please notify me a few days before this as- 
sessment is to be considered, so that I may be able 
to eppear? 

Mr. Struckmann hopes to settle the matter 
through argument with opposing counsel be- 
fore the state board, but if he cannot win 
there he is prepared to start mandamus pro- A. 
ceedings in the courts. While the Chicago 
Railways company is not named m the letter, 
it will be affected equally with the City rail-

The City raiiway company, according to 
the figures gathered by the county attorney, 
was assessed for 1908 by the state board ona 
basis of 180,000 shares at $175 each, while 
these shares have a market value of some- 
thing like $350, and the discrepancy is said to 

be due to the state board’s rule to exempt 
the city’s share, The city last year received 
as its share of the copartnership nearly 
$1,500,000 profits, and this after bonded in- 
debtedness, interest, and cost of mainienance 
were paid. 

Of the City railway tax paid last year ap- 
proximately’ $17 000 went into the county 
treasury. Mr. Struckmann declares the coun- 
ty should have received at least $37,515. 

“In its transactions wit), the railway com- 
panies the city ought to be treated the same 
‘@s any other business concern,’’ said Attor- 
néy Struckmann. ‘“ The city has put Into 
the partnership the streets, and the traction 
companies the roHing stock and the rest. The 
net profits are divided on a basis of 45 per 
cent to the traction companies and 55 per 
cent to the city. 


Term of the. Partnership. 

“In a nutshell, the agreement simply means 
that at the expiration of twenty years the 
traction eompanies, after being allowed all 
operating expenses, inverest on bonds, depre- 
ciation, and the like, get back their property 
minus the streets, which belong to the city 
and which stréets the city will reclaim, and 
the partnership agreement will! end. 

** Our contention is chat the shares held by 
the city are just as valuable as those retained 
by the traction companies in the deal, and 
the city’s shares legally cannot be exempted. 
If the railway property can make 180,000 
shares worth $175 each after all expenses are 
paid the city’s shares are just as valuable, 
and the city’s portion should be assessed at 
‘the samme rate on a basis of 224,000 shares. 
There is no reason under the sun why the 
county, state, schools, parks, and sanitary 
district should be deprived of their just share 
of taxes just because the city saw fit to enter 
fnto a partnership with the concern assessed. 
It’s a pretty legal point, but we are prepared 
to carry our contention through the highest 
court.”’
